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Teen accused 
of stabbing 
to stay in jail 

custody A 16-year-old male 
accused of stabbing a fellow 
student Monday morning at 
Citadel High School will re¬ 
main behind bars until at 
least Monday. 

The alleged attacker, who

The youth is facing 
charges of aggravated as¬ 
sault, possession of a 
weapon and breaching 
court orders.

According to Halifax Re¬ 
gional School Board 
spokesman Doug Hadley, 
the Grade 11 victim was en¬ 
tering the school just before 
9 a.m.

The victim was transport¬ 
ed to hospital with non-life- 
threatening injuries.

Feed NS director urges more government aid

Operators believe the re¬ 
cession is responsible for a 
groundbreaking spike in 
food bank use.

Food bank usage in Nova 
Scotia this March spiked

cline. It was the second- 
highest jump in the coun¬ 
try after Alberta’s 60 per 
cent increase. A nation¬ 
wide snapshot of food 
bank dependence is done 
every March. 

Feed Nova Scotia execu¬ 
tive director Dianne Swine- 
mar said the good news is 


so far, donations by Nova 
Scotians have met de¬ 
mand. But she called on 
governments to give more 
money to social assistance 
to alleviate the pressure. 

“Benefit levels are, in the 
majority of cases, not suffi¬ 
cient to meet even the 
most basic of human 
needs,” she said. “In many 
cases, they’re discouraged 
from making money. Once 
they reach a certain level 
of income, it’s taken back 
from them.” 

Swinemar said many 
people on welfare lack the 
essentials — good clothes, 
phone lines, resume train¬ 
ing — needed to get jobs. 

Nova Scotia Premier Dar¬ 
rell Dexter was asked on 
Monday whether he would 
hike social assistance rates. 


He dodged the question. 

At the press conference 
where the premier said the 
recession has made spend¬ 
ing cuts and tax hikes nec¬ 
essary, he was asked 
whether looming deficits 
would nix a boost to wel¬ 
fare. 

Dexter wouldn’t commit 
to more money, but in¬ 
stead focused on sensitivi¬ 
ty to the poor in future 
economic moves. 

“(Things like) consump¬ 
tion taxes hit those people 
on the lowest end of the 
economic scale hardest,” 
he said. “So that’s part of 
what’s going to have to be 
dealt with over the coming 
weeks and months.”

HRM to use debt cash 
to address rapid growth

servative years, regional 
council voted yesterday 
morning to decrease the 
amount of money currently 
being channelled each year 
into debt repayment — and 
divert it towards helping 
the city cope with rapid 
growth. 

According to a release is¬ 
sued yesterday afternoon, 
the new five-year debt poli¬ 
cy will still see debt decline 
by three per cent per year, 
but will free up some mon¬ 
ey to allow the city to invest 
in other projects. 

Under the old policy, 
HRM could borrow up to 80 
per cent of the amount of 
debt paid in any given year. 

The city’s chief financial 
officer, Cathie O’Toole, said 
the change was made in re¬ 
sponse to the city’s rapid ex¬ 
pansion over the past few 
years.

and India pledged mutual 
co-operation on a pair of 
hot-button issues that could 
bedevil a renewed Indo- 
Canadian relationship. 

Stephen Harper, near the 
end of his first visit to the

More turn to food banks: Study 


hunger A new report says 
the recession is forcing 
more Canadians to turn to 
food banks, many for the 
first time. 

Food Banks Canada, a na¬ 
tional umbrella group, says 
visits to food banks in 
March this year were up 20 
per cent from the previous 
March, the largest year- 
over-year increase on 
record. 

Almost 800,000 people 
went to food banks across 
the country in March and 


one person in 10 was mak¬ 
ing a first visit. 

The organization’s annu¬ 
al HungerCount report 
says food-bank visits are up 
61 per cent in Alberta, 20 
per cent in Nova Scotia 
and 19 per cent in Ontario. 

It also says that the prob¬ 
lem of hunger is likely 
larger than suggested by 
the food-bank numbers be¬ 
cause many people won’t 
take the help, no matter 
how needy they are.

Money laundering fighter 
has too much info: Report 

Security has led to 'insatiable appetite' for personal data, says Stoddart 


The national agency that 
fights money laundering 
is collecting too much in¬ 
formation about personal 
financial dealings, 
Canada’s privacy 
watchdog says. 

In her annual report, Pri¬ 
vacy Commissioner Jen¬ 
nifer Stoddart also finds 
shortcomings with Trans¬ 
port Canada’s no-fly list — 
a controversial initiative 
she has expressed reserva¬ 
tions about for years. 

Stoddart says the govern¬ 
ment’s drive to secure pub¬ 
lic safety since the 9-11 ter¬ 
rorist attacks “has led to a 
seemingly insatiable ap¬ 
petite” for personal details.

The centre, known as 
Fintrac, zeros in on cash

Today, the Czech Repub¬ 
lic and Slovakia are Euro¬ 
pean Union and NATO 
members.

Fans need losing: Study 


Leaf fans take note: A new 
study says gut-wrenching 
fear of defeat and outright 
despair are what make 
sporting events truly 
enjoyable for those 
watching. 

That’s the conclusion of 
an academic study of col¬ 
lege football fans, set to 
appear in the December 
issue of the Journal of 
Communication. 

“You don’t want to be in 


a great mood during the 
whole game to really en¬ 
joy it,” said Silvia 
Knobloch-Westerwick, 
one of the study’s co-au¬ 
thors and a communica¬ 
tions professor at Ohio 
State University. 

Should the Leaf faithful 
take solace in this new in¬ 
formation, now that their 
team apparently has a 
mere 1.7 per cent chance 
of making the playoffs 


this year? 

Apparently not. Defeat 
has to be a fear, not an ex¬ 
pectation. 

“The idea of suspense 
really comes when there 
is a possibility of win¬ 
ning,” argues Prabu 
David, another of the 
study’s authors. “If you 
have a really bad team, I 
don’t think suspense is 
any big issue.”

Jim MacGregor, director 
of associate relations for 
Sears Canada, is one of 
many in the retail industry 
gearing up for the annual 
recruitment drive. In At¬ 
lantic Canada alone, the 
company is hiring about 
200 extra staff to 
deal with 
the holi¬ 
day rush.

hiring,” he says. “This time 
of year, it’s more in the 
stores — anything that 
would help a customer.” 

While some of the sea¬ 
sonal hires are hoping to 
move on to full-time em¬ 
ployment, a lot are universi¬ 
ty students or parents who 
don’t usually work looking 
to earn a little extra money 
to buy holiday gifts and cov¬ 
er the end-of-year bills. 

It works well for Sears: 
Many of the extra work¬ 
ers are regular Sears 
shoppers. 

“It really represents

Gregor agrees. “If 
they’re coming just 
for seasonal, then typi¬ 
cally that’s what it is:

The “light industrial” ar¬ 
eas of manufacturing and 
distribution for companies 
like Sears, Hudson Bay and 
Canadian Tire create and 
ship items over the summer 
so that everything is in 
place come the holiday sea¬ 
son, Rivers explains. That 
creates a seasonal spike in 
demand for warehouse 
jobs. 

“(Companies) know they 
have to ramp up their work 
force at a certain time. They 
get their product out, and 
then they ramp down. 

“They know their sales 
are going to increase over 
Christmas, but they 
planned for that last April,” 
she says. 


By the end of the year, many office workers 
are burnt out, that’s where office party cater¬ 
ers come in, just one of the many forms of 
seasonal — holiday — employment.

ternal-combustion (IC) en¬ 
gine in its place. 

Well that may happen, 
but it’s not happening as 
quickly as their cheerlead¬ 
ers might have surmised. 
Some delay is due to the 
fact that these new tech¬ 
nologies can’t seem to get 
their act together, particu¬ 
larly when it comes to in¬ 
frastructure. 

Another factor holding 
up the revolution is that 
the IC engine is fighting 
back with a vengeance. Its 
kicks are finding shins and 
soft places. 

There’s also a deadline 
looming to keep the IC 
troops in fighting trim; 
U.S. legislation calls for a 
corporate fleet average of 
35 mpg by 2016. The un¬ 
certainty in the alternative 
stuff means the IC engine 
needs to be very much in 
play in 2016, and that they 
need to be much better 
than they are now. 

Here are some of the 
new ways automakers are 
using to make the IC en¬ 
gine more efficient: 

More Electric Components: A 

lot of pumps and things 
that previously were driv¬ 
en off the engine via belts 
are now going electric. 
Electric steering is almost 
across the board now, and 
this season, we're seeing a 


few vehicles with electric 
water pumps. (The IC mo¬ 
tor in the Toyota Prius, for 
example, has absolutely no 
drive belts.) 

Decoupling on components: 

When not called up, some 
air-con compressors basi¬ 
cally de-couple themselves 
from the engine. The new 
BMW 550i Gran Turismo 
now features an alternator 
that de-couples (via a 
clutch), and is only con¬ 
nected and working when 
the vehicles is decelerating 
or braking. In this way it 
produces electricity with¬ 
out drawing virtually any 
power from the engine. 
Regenerative braking: To 
make sure there is enough 
electricity to keep every¬ 
thing powered, the BMW 
550i Gran Turismo is the 
first “non-hybrid” North 
American vehicle to fea¬ 
ture regenerative braking 
(a system that converts the 
potential energy of the 
moving vehicle into elec¬ 
trical juice.) 

Auto stop-start: Another hy¬ 


brid feature that will soon 
migrate to non-hybrid ve¬ 
hicles is auto stop-start, 
which shuts your engine 
down as soon as the vehi¬ 
cle stops, and starts it up 
again, as soon as you get 
back on the gas. It’s avail¬ 
able now on some non-hy¬ 
brid European models, like 
the diesel BMW 1 Series. 
Fuel shut off: Of course 
there is continuing devel¬ 
opment of powertrain sys¬ 
tems, like turbo charging, 
direct injection, variable 
valve trains, engine com¬ 
puterization, etc. Some au¬ 
tomakers, such as Ford, 
have programmed their 
computers to completely 
shut off fuel to the cylin¬ 
ders, when the vehicle is 
coasting. 

Keeping the driver in¬ 
formed: We’ll see more 
gauges and displays to 
prompt and/or help the 
driver operate the car, and 
its IC engine, in a more ef¬ 
ficient manner. 

The rumour that a cer¬ 
tain automaker is thinking 
of using a retractable elec¬ 
tric cattle prod to discour¬ 
age “fuel-ish” driving be¬ 
haviour is only exactly that 
at this point — just a ru¬ 
mour.

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When it comes to cars, 
weight can be the enemy. 
A lightweight car acceler¬ 
ates faster, handles better, 
and uses less fuel — the 
reason Audi has dedicated 
its Aluminum and 
Lightweight Design Center 
in Germany to tackling the 
problem. 

It isn’t the only au¬ 
tomaker working on light¬ 
weight technology, but it’s 
a leader in the field. Its alu¬ 
minum Audi Space Frame 
construction, currently 
found in the A8, R8 and TT 
models, has been an essen¬ 
tial tool for 15 years. Last 
year alone, the company 
applied for 38 light- ^ 
weight patent de¬ 
signs. 

“In 1982, light¬ 
weight design be¬ 
came part of our 
philosophy,” says 
Heinrich Timm, 
head of the Design ^ 
Center. “We are facing 
global trends, such as fuel 
prices, transportation and 
infrastructure. The compo¬ 
nents of electric and hybrid 
vehicles are heavy, and will 
require lightweight tech¬ 
nologies to balance them.”

Building a lighter car is¬ 
n’t as simple as just mak¬ 
ing a steel part out of alu¬ 
minum. 

Audi must consider how 
to shape and fasten the ma¬ 
terial, if it can be reliably 
sourced and volume-built, 
and if it lends itself to as¬ 
sembly-line production. Re¬ 
ducing weight on one part 
of the car requires balanc¬ 
ing it elsewhere. Cost also 
becomes a factor: much of 
Audi’s cutting-edge tech¬ 
nology is found on its prici¬ 
est models, since these new 
materials are still very ex¬ 
pensive. 

The designers also re¬ 
move anything that isn’t 
necessary. “Use the best ma¬ 
terial at the right place, and 
as little of it as possible,” 
Timm says. 

The company 
took its cues from 
nature: bird 

i bones and ele- 
I phant skulls are 
hollow, braced 
f inside with just 
enough bone to 
provide vital support, 
and Audi builds parts the 
same way. In crash testing, 
a thin-walled aluminum 
strut with interior bracing 
stands up better than a 
thick-walled piece of steel, 
and is a fraction of its 
weight. 

Not everything at the 
Center goes straight to the 
assembly line, but each 
project yields new insight. 
The company shows a “hy¬ 
brid” brake disc, so-called 
because it combines several 
innovative materials. It’s a 
fraction of the weight of a 
conventional one, but far 
too expensive and difficult 
to manufacture for volume 
production. Still, its design 
has led to a new pin connec¬ 
tor that improves a regular

While other European ski 
resorts are still waiting for 
prime conditions, winter 
sports enthusiasts know 
they can find snow in 
Ischgl. This charming 
village in the Tyrol, in 
southern Austria has 215 
kilometres of runs, and 90 
per cent of them are above 
2,000 metres. 

The resort suits both 
novice and expert skiers 
and snowboarders, but al¬ 
so attracts those whose 
specialty is apres-ski. 

Experienced skiers will 
find excellent black-dia¬ 
mond and off-trail areas 
between 1,400 and 2,900 
metres. In fact, the resort 
— technically known as 
the Ischgl/Samnaun Sil- 
vretta Arena — has been 
regularly voted among the 
top 10 European ski re¬ 
sorts. 

Party time begins in the 
Patznauner Taj a hut, 
where you can drink the 
local Jagatee (tea spiked 
with rum or Austrian 
Schnapps). Strategically lo¬ 
cated at the end of run No. 
1 you can find more water¬ 
ing holes: the Trofana-Alm, 
and the famous Kuhstall 
(which means cow barn). 

These are some of the 
best bars, but the truth is 
that in Ischgl there is 
apres-slci to be found 
everywhere. 

You’ll soon understand 
why Ischgl is known as the 
“alpine Ibiza,” and how 
quickly winter sports activ¬ 
ities can be forgotten.

area. There are border fa¬ 
cilities, and you should 
take your passport. To re¬ 
turn to Ischgl, you must 
use the large cable car at 
Samnaun. 


The best way to chill out 
after all this activity might 
be to spend a few hours in

New guide points out treasures of this Vancouver Island region

The centre of Duncan, B.C. 
— a Vancouver Island com¬ 
munity — always comes as 
a pleasant surprise for visi¬ 
tors, says Georgina Mont¬ 
gomery, author of a new 
book on the island’s 
Cowichan region. 

Downtown Duncan is 
nothing like what mo¬ 
torists see along the Trans- 
Canada Highway which 
runs through the city — a 
series of strip malls, gas sta¬ 
tions, car dealerships and 
fast-food outlets. 

Instead, just a few blocks 
west of the highway lies 
the city centre — “a near¬ 
perfect example of the 
small-is-beautifiil principle 
at work,” Montgomery 
writes in The Cowichan 
(Harbour Publishing). 

“People arriving here for 
the first time from the 
highway, whether by error 
or impulse, often react as 
though they’ve just stum¬ 
bled into the Lost City of 
Ubar,” she says in the book. 

Duncan is known as the 
City of Totems for its out¬ 
door collection of 80 totem 
poles. Among them is the 
world’s largest diameter 


totem, measuring almost 
two metres across at the 
base. The city’s other big 
claim to fame is the world’s 
largest hockey stick, which 


is 62.5 metres long. 

Montgomery suggests 
visitors spend a day in Dun¬ 
can seeing the totems, 
touring the Quw’utsun’ 


Cultural Centre and the 
Cowichan Valley Museum, 
and checking out the 
shops, galleries and restau¬ 
rants. 

The Trans-Canada also 
runs through Ladysmith, 
B.C., but that town has 
managed to avoid the type 
of commercial develop¬ 
ment that has plagued 
Duncan, Montgomery says. 

Its hillside setting, on the 
east coast of Vancouver Is¬ 
land, “serves up a fortune 
in water views.” 

The Cowichan, a 3,730- 
square-lcilometre region 
near the southern end of 
the island, has a growing 
reputation as an outdoor 
playground, with activities 
ranging from scuba diving 
and sailing to golf, cycling, 
swimming, hiking and 
whitewater kayaking. 

In the south Cowichan, 
Montgomery suggests 
walking or cycling along 
the Trans Canada Trail to 
see the Kinsol Trestle near 
Shawnigan Lake. It’s the 
largest remaining wooden 
railway trestle in the 
British Commonwealth.

Roy's home named historic site 


Winnipeg One hundred 
years after the birth of cele¬ 
brated novelist Gabrielle 
Roy at 375 Deschambault 
St. in southeast Winnipeg, 
the 2 1/2-storey wood-frame 
house has been named a 
national historic site. Roy 
lived there for 28 years, un¬ 
til 1937. The building, locat¬ 
ed in a quiet residential 
neighbourhood in St. Boni¬ 
face, is now a museum ded¬ 
icated to the author and 
her work. 

Born March 22,1909, the 
youngest of 11 children, 
Roy became one of Cana¬ 
da's most widely read and 
studied novelists. She de¬ 
scribed and idealized her 


family home in several of 
her works, particularly 
Street of Riches. Shelley 
Glover, MP for St. Boniface, 
unveiled a plaque earlier 
this month commemorat¬ 
ing Roy.

(voiced by George Clooney) 
fits in well with Ander¬ 
son’s stable of rascal father 
figures, from Gene Hack- 
man in The Royal Tenen- 
baums to Bill Murray in 
The Life Aquatic with Steve 
Zissou.

With their characters 
entangled in such a deep, 
passionate love affair, it’s 
only natural that fans 
would project the same 
emotions onto Twilight 
stars Kristen Stewart and 
Robert Pattinson, and no 
one understands that bet¬ 
ter than the actors 
themselves. 

“I completely under¬ 
stand why they want us to 
be together and all of 
that,” says Stewart, refer¬ 
encing the endless tabloid 
stories about their sup¬ 
posed real-life romance. “I 
just have to not think 
about it.” 

For Pattinson, it’s much 
easier to keep from blur¬ 
ring the lines between 
work and real life. “You’ve 
always got to remember 
that you’re being paid,” he 
says. 

As successful as the book 
series was, the intense 
amount of fame and public 


scrutiny that came after 
the release of Twilight — 
and hasn’t let up since — 
caught Stewart and Pattin¬ 
son more than a little off¬ 
guard. 

But even though he’s 
been in the tabloids on a 
weekly basis, Pattinson 


hasn’t really registered the 
change in his public pro¬ 
file. 

“I’ve been on set since 
Jan. 14. I’ve only had, like, 
three days off,” he says. “I 
still don’t know how my 
life as really changed. I still 
feel pretty much exactly 


the same.” 

But Pattinson admits 
some of the more outra¬ 
geous coverage of him has 
made its way onto his 
radar. “Some magazine 
had on the cover that I was 
pregnant,” he remembers 
with a laugh. “But without

a hint of irony or anything. 
I didn’t really know what 
to make of that. I don’t 
even know if that qualifies 
as libelous because they 
can say, ‘Well it’s obviously 
fiction.’” 

For Stewart, ignoring 
such stories was never a 
problem. 

“The whole tabloid stuff 
is so obviously false to me, 
even before I became a 
part of it,” she says. “It’s 
like a ridiculous show, a 
soap opera. It doesn’t both¬ 
er me. I don’t take it per¬ 
sonally.” 

Or course, along with 
the more outrageous sto¬ 
ries come more outrageous 
reactions from their 
diehard fans — some of 
whom don’t fit neatly into 
the expected age brackets, 
Pattinson has found. 
“There’s a woman who 


came up to me the other 
day, who must’ve been in 
her 90s,” he says. “It’s very 
unusual. And the older 
fans say exactly the same 
things as 12-year-old girls.” 

For Stewart and Pattin¬ 
son, the biggest changes in 
dynamic for New Moon 
was the development of Ja¬ 
cob, played by Taylor Laut- 
ner, who grows into quite 
the eye-catching corner of 
the series’ central love tri¬ 
angle. And while Lautner 
underwent plenty of 
scrutiny himself as he 
proved he could bulk up 
for the role, his co-stars 
were never worried. “I al¬ 
ways knew Taylor could do 
that,” Stewart insists. 
“Even seeing him walk 
around on set was a differ¬ 
ent experience. He’s be¬ 
come a different person. 
He’s just grown up.” 

“I didn’t see Taylor until 
just a little bit before we 
started shooting,” Pattin¬ 
son remembers of his co- 
star’s transformation. “So 
when he came back, I had 
the same reaction as every¬ 
one else, like, ‘Jesus. Now I 
have to go to the gym.’”

Smoked Trout 
and Watercress 
Open Sandwich 

INGREDIENTS: 

8 small-sized eggs 
1 3/4 oz (50 g) watercress 
4 tbsp (60 mL) mayonnaise 
1 tbsp (15 mL) lemon juice 
8 thick slices rye bread 
3 skinless smoked trout 
fillets, about 2 2/3 oz (75 g) 
each, flaked 

METHOD: 

1. Simmer eggs in boiling 
water 11/2-2 minutes, de¬ 
pending on whether you 
prefer them slightly soft 
or medium boiled. Plunge 
into cold water and leave 
to cool. 

2. While eggs are cooking, 
set aside a few watercress 
sprigs for garnishing, then 
roughly chop rest, discard¬ 
ing any very thick stems. 


Mix chopped watercress, 
mayonnaise and lemon 
juice together. 

3. Spread watercress mix¬ 
ture evenly over one side 
of each slice of rye bread, 
then top with flakes of 
smoked trout.
